The average daily attendance for 
the year is 1,070. Of this number 
89.7 represents the average daily at- 
tendance of service men as against 


- 101 for the year 1920-21. 


‘It should be remembered that all 
of those attending the evening high 
school are present only from one to 
four hours a week. A unit of aver- 
age daily attendance stands for one 
person’s attending twenty hours a 
week in high school and fifteen hours 
a week in Junior College for our 
year of 171 teaching days. The 
total average daily attendance is di- 
vided as follows:

‘From the standpoint of finances 
it is average daily attendance that 
counts, for state and county aid 
come on the basis of this unit. On 
the other hand, from the standpoint 
of actual service to the community 
it is total enrollment that should 





7 be considered. During the past year 


Chaffey has reached nearly one out 
of every five citizens of our dis- 
trict. In addition to this our spec- 
fal teachers have reached an ad- 
ditional constituency found in the 
elementary schools of the rural dis- 
tricts. The extension work of Chaf- 
fey has been possible through the 
co-operation of school boards in var- 
ious parts of our district, through 
the inferest of our patrons, .and 
through the loyalty of our teachin, 
staff. 

The growth of Chaffey during a 
period of twelve years can be seen 
by comparing the average daily at- 
tendance of this year with that of 
past years. The A.D.A. of the On- 
tario High School during the last 
year of its service was 232.

Buildings—Equipment 

When Chaffey Union High School 
entered pon its mission it found 
lodgment in the old Ontario High 
School Building which had been erect- 
ed in 1908 for a student body of 
from 150 to 200. There were eigh- 
teen rooms and the study hall. All 
departments were housed in the one 
building. There at almost any time 
of day during 1911-12 might be 
heard the strains of Mrs. Chapins’ 
orchestra, the raucous whirring of 
the manual training saws, the cease- 
less tapping of the old No. 6 Reming. 


i ‘Chaffey Board 
have not only witnessed a marvelous 
change within little better than a 
decade, but have been instrumental 


mempe 


in effecting this great educational ad-' 


vancement. When school opens next 
September we shall have sufficient 
room for the first time in a decade. 
Instead of the eighteen classrooms 
we shall have 61 classrooms plus 
shops, gymnasium, library and aud- 
itoriums. We shall have at least 
six unused classrooms. We | shall 
need no further bond issue in the 
immediate present. 


A glance at the first Manual 
Chaffey printed will show equal 
changes in faculty and courses of 
instruction. In 1911 we opened with 
one manual training instructor; to- 
day we have five shop men. Then 
we had a beginning teacher in agrt- 
culture; today we have five. Then 
Mrs. Chapin. devoted part time only 
to music; today there is a greater 
demand for music instruction than 
we can fill, Then one teacher han- 
dled all of the cooking and sew- 
ing; today it requires four to do 
the work. Then all of the phys- 
ical education was carried on after 
school by a single coach; today 
two full-time instructors and three 
part-time are required. All academic 
departments show the same _pro- 
gress. Our teaching force has been 
a most loyal body, and I deem it 
extremely fortunate that we have 
been able to keep our teachers year 
after year. Permanence in the teach- 


‘|ing force is a great asset. 


We have developed a new ideal in 
our course of study. The academic 
and the vocational, side by side, 
have been given equal support. We 
have shown that only that course is 
comprehensive which secures a wise 
blending of the vocational with the 
academic. All boys and gilrs must 
be taught that education means ob- 
ligation to do their part of the 
world’s work, and our course of 
study must make possible for every 
boy and girl an unfolding of their 
destinies. .The course of study at 
Chaffey is such that every ovy ana 
girl in the district can fit into that 
course with profit. The course also 
recognizes its obligation to the 
communty, for it is built in part 
upon community needs and commun- 
ity calls. The course in the evening 
high school and the extension work 
varticularly illustrate how a school 
can build up a great constituency 
on the basis of service work. 

The future of Chaffey was. never 
brighter. Educational opportunity 
must be increased until every one in 
the district of high school age, and 
every adult that wishes self-improve- 
ment is served.

Miss Harrison, who is the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. George B. Har- 
rison of San Antonio Heights, has 
just completed a course in dramatic 
art at. Wellesley, where she also had 
considerable practical expenence in 
the production of plays, and members 
of the board felt themselves par- 
ticularly fortunate in having been 
able to secure her to succeed Miss 
Bess K. Fredendall, under whose 
talented direction The Players are 
just closing their first successful 
season, but who was obliged to re- 
sign on account of overwork. 

Miss Harrison was authorized to 
call in expert assistance where and 
when she deemed it necessary and 
in this connection she has been as- 
sured the co-operation of Miss Adele 
Farrington, well-known stage and 
screen actress; Gilmore Brown, pro- 
ducing director of the Pasadena 
Community Players, and Missa Fre- 
dendall.

DR. WEBER SPEAKS 
ON THE JUNE DROP 


That the June drop is caused, in 
a large measure at least, by the 
“draw back” of moisture from the 
fruit to the stems during the sudden 
or unusually hot weather, was de- 
clared in an address by H. J. 
Webber, of the Riverside experi- 
mental station. before the Lions Club 
at San Bernardino. 

Dr. Weber delivered an interest- 
ing address on the culture of citrus 
fruits, and declared that ‘during the 
past ten years there has been a 
marked improvement in the condi- 
tion of groves in the interior of 
Southern California. 

The control of the June drop, be- 
lieves Mr. Webber, lies in part in 
uniform irrigation. He described 
tests that had shown there was 4 
heavier drop on trees at the end of 
the irrigation furrows than those 
close to the flume, where the water 
is more plentiful. 

A considerable portion of Dr. Web- 
ber’s address was devoted to fertili- 
zation and he said it had been 
absolutely | demonstrated that the 
use of organic manures, such as 
stable, alfalfa and bean straw and 
cover crops was a success. 

The experimental grove at the 
Riverside experiment station will 
prove to be the most wonderful or- 
chard in the state, declared Dr. 
Webber, as the result of the applica- 
tion of scientific methods of culture. 

In his introduction of Dr, Webber, 
President K. L. Stockton explained 
that every business man is vitally 
concerned in the citrus fruit indus- 
try -because of the part it plays in 
the prosperity of the country. 








BOOTLEGGERS MUST PAY TAX 





The federal government, relentless 
in its pursujt of bootleggers, moon- 
shiners and whisky smugglers, now 
proposes to find out whether violators 
of the Volstead act have paid the 
proper amounts to the government 
as income taxes. 

As a result, one of the oddest 
drives in the history of the internal 
revenue service was launched yester- 
day by Rex B. Goodcell, collector of 
internal revenue, and H. H. Dolley, 
prohibition agent-in-charge, who ask- 
ed United States Attorney Joe Burke 
to supply him with a list of convict- 
ed violators of the Volstead act. 

The purpose of the request made 
to the federal prosecutor was to en- 
able deputies in the field division to 
check the names in order to ascer- 
tain whether the violators of the Vol- 
stead act had made truthful income 
tax returns and had paid the income 
tax from their illegal earnings and 





savings. 
Overhead Expenses 

As a rule a bootlegger has no over- 
ead expense, but the moonshiner 
and smuggler do, as one maintains 
one or two stills and accompanying 
equipment, while the smuggler has 
one or more automobiles or power- 
boats at his command. In the event 
of arrest the property of the moon- 
shiners. and smugglers usually is 
seized, condemned and sold, but they 
cannot deduct these losses from their 


taxes. 

Many hundred names of convicted 
bootleggers, moonshiners and smug- 
glers and’ those charged with con- 
spiracy to violate the national prohi- 
bition act are in the files of the fed- 
eral prosecutor and prohibition agent. 
In some instances the revenue field 
deputies will go after persons under 
arrest whose trials have not been 
held. 

One of those said to be sure of a 
visit from the revenue agents will be 
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Ruben Licker, wha has been arrested 
three times for the alleged violation 
of the Volstead act. He served a 
30-day jail sentence in one case, and 
his wife paid a fine of $500. 
Coffee House Man 
James Berardini and Tony Torre, 
arrested yesterday for the second or 
third offense, are scheduled to be 
questioned along similar lines. So 
is G. Psilos, Greek coffee club man, 
who is awaiting a retrial on a charge 
of violating the prohibition act.

It developed in the investigation 
that the fireman had sounded the 
whistle and the engineer applied 
the emergency brakes as soon as 
they saw the child walk onto the 
tracks, but the heavy train was mov- 
ing at such a rate of speed that it 
was impossible to stop it in time. 
It was stated that it slid 600 yards 
with the seemergency brakes set be- 
fore coming to a stop. 

Funeral services for the little one 
were held yesterday morning from 
St. eGorge’s Catholic Church and in- 
terment was in Bellevue cemetery. 

Ask Sewer Extension 


Formation of a new sewer district 
in that section of the city lying be- 
tween H street and Granada court, 
Buclid and ‘Sultana avenues, was as- 
sured at this week’s meeting of the 
council when residents of the district 
presented a 100 per cent petition ask. 
ing that the sewer system be extend- 
ed for their use. 

The fact, however, that the resi- 
dents wish to lay the sewer by pri- 
vate contract under the city’s sup- 
ervision will probably necessitate a 
change in the city’s present ordi- 
nance and this was referred to City 
Service Manager O. S. Roen and City 
Attorney E. H. Jolliffe, to report at 
the next meeting. 

As the ordinance reads at present, 
persons connecting with the sewer 
must pay into the general fund of 
‘he ¢ity an amount equal to $1.25 per 
front foot of their property, which 
in the present instance would result 
in property owners paying double 
for their sewer system, it is said. 

The clause relating to the $1.25 
per front foot was inserted, it is said 
in order that persons connecting 
with a sewer system put in under 
the Vrooman act should bear their 
proportion of the expense of its lay- 
ing, but members -of the council de- 
cided it was not applicable in this 
case. 

Protest No Bar 


City Attorney &. H. Jolliffe re-

That the plan now being worked 
out for a joint display at the state} 
fair by Orange, Riverside and San | 
Bernardino counties may be a step- 





ping stone leading to much closer re- 
lations between the three counties in 
Many ways, was the hope expresse? 
yesterday by Secretary R. H. Mack 
of the Chamber of Commerce on his 
return from Riverside where organ- 
ization of the Beneral committee was 
effected with Supervisor J. A. Pack- 
ard of Riverside as chairman and 
Mr. Mack as secretary. 

It is expected that F. A. Little of 
Riverside will have charge of build- 
ing the display which is to show in 
great detail the resources of the 
three counties. Mr. Little has made 
a reputation as builder of National 
Orange Show displays, and if he ac- 
cepts the commission tendered him 
yesterday, will have complete charge 
of the work. 

In general, the display will show 
the various products, horticultural, 
agricultural and mineral, of the three 
counties. All fresh fruits will be 
processed and shown under glass. 
There will also be cotton, citrus 
fruits and citrus by-products, min- 
erals. and many other items in the 
long list of things produced by the 
counties participating. 

A large ground glass section will 
be used in connection with a stereop- 
ticon to show scenes from the three 
counties. with condensed tabulations 
as to industry and products.

MEN 

OR a score of years the agricultural 
schools of the nation have been teaching 

farm boys how to grow larger crops and 

to increase live stock production. The 
contribution made by their schools to the 
development of the nation’s wealth has been 
of incalculable value. 

The scientific research work has added 
millions and perhaps billions to our national 
possessions and saved many millions more. It 
has given us navel oranges, durum wheat, 
Egyptian cotton and scores of improved 
grains, grasses and fruits, has practically 
eliminated hog cholera and, incidentally, has 
made possible a successful fight against the 
malarial mosquito. 

Now these invaluable institutions go farther. 
This year, in 45 states of the Union, they 
are offering courses in agricultural economics, 
marketing co-operation, farm management and 
commercial geography. s 

Farming is the biggest business in the 
land—always excepting houseleeeping—and the 
agricultural colleges, not content with turning 
out better farmers, are making better business 
men as well. If they are half as successful 
in this new field as they were in the old 
one, they will work a revolution in the land 
within the decade—Santa Ana Register.

MEAT CONSUMPTION 

N 1900 the per capita meat consumption 
[1] of this country was 181 pounds. In 

1920 it had fallen to 154 pounds. This 

resulted partly from the high retail 
prices of meat, and perhaps because during 
the war people were persuaded to use sub- 
stitutes. Many became used to other foods 
and have got along since then with less meat. 
Probably the 1921 figures. of meat con- 
sumption were less than “those of 1920, as the 
last named year was one of lavish expenditure, 
when most people had what they wanted. 
“The American people are natural” meat 
eaters. The vegetarian philosophy has never 
gained any wide acceptance. If prices could 
come back where they were ten years ago, the 
people would eat as much meat as ever. If 
producers and dealers want to sell more, they 
should study out means of reducing the prices 
to the consumer.—Pomona Bulletin.

EQUAL CITIZENSHIP RIGHTS 


HE House of Representatives has done 
T a commendable thing in passing the 
woman’s citizenship and naturalization 


bill. It is an important step in the 
direction of removing some of the few remain- 
ing legal disadvantages under which women 
are burdened because of their sex. 

The surprising thing is, in view of the vote 
by which the measure went through—that it 
has taken so long to get action on it. Though 
it has had the support of the American As- 
sociation of University Women, the business 
and professional women’s elubs, the Council 
of Jewish Women, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, National League of Women Voters and 
the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
it has taken eight years of effort to persuade 
the House to look on the proposal favorably. 

It puts foreign women and American women 
married to foreigners on the same footing as 
wen in the matter of citizenship, as it is 
right they should be. Hereafter, if the bill 
becomes law, an American woman will not 
lose her United States citizenship on wedding 
an alien unless she resides continuously for 
two years in her husband’s country or five 
years in any other foreign country. 

On the other hand an alien woman resi- 
dent in the United States who desires to be- 
come an American citizen may become natural- 
ized even if her husband does not, while a 
foreign woman who marries an American 
citizen will not automatically acquire citizen- 
ship herself but will be required first to live 
in the country a year and to take the oath 
of allegiance. This last, perhaps, is favoring 
woman a little too much; it might be fairer 
to require that the alien who marries an 
American man should go through the same 
process of naturalization as is required < a 
foreign man.—San Bernardino Sun.

PUBLICITY VS. CURATIVE 


LUBWOMEN sponsoring the movement 
to eliminate existing divorce evils by a 

uniform divoree law through Federal 

enactment fall into the familiar error 
of supposing secret divorce courts would be 
helpful. One of the principal planks in their 
platform would provide against publication of 
the testimony in divorce cases and of. the 
charges in the petition. The proposal is likely 
to amaze those who fancied Star Chamber 
justice had been left far to the rear by 
civilization in its progress upward. 

A secret divoree court without the attend- 
ant publicity that is a large share of the 
penalty for bad luck in the marriage lottery 
would pleasé several numerically strong 
classes. It would content the middleaged 
possessor of a competency who would junk 
the wife who helped him to his fortune pre- 
cisely as he junks his outworn automobile. 
It would gratify the light of love of either 
sex who pants for new fields to conquer ,and 
can be deterred only by the unavoidable 
publicity that has more effect upon venal 
judges and vulnerable litigants than all the 
iaws of God and man. It would enthuse the 
shyster lawyer whose fees often are in pro- 
portion to the speed and secrecy with which 
he works. It would please everybody to 
whom the marriage bond is but an agreement 
between two persons of opposite, and oppos- 
ing sex, to be jettisoned at will, and without 
reaction to the responsibility every individual 
owes society and the state. 

Publicity, unfortunately, often punishes 
folly quite as much as crime, which proves 
that, like everything else, earthly and finite, 
it is not without its defects. It is the surgical 
operation that relieves the body politie of 
many ills, with occasional failures that no 
more prove the inefficacy of the system than 
an occasional death under the surgeon’s knife 
proves the fallacy of surgery. 

Publicity diminishes the business of the 
divoree court. The erring partner in matri- 
monial controversy fears exposure of his sins 
infinitely more’ than the punishment of decree 
and alimony. Fear of publicity with the con- 
sequent loss of public respect keeps more 
imen—and women—in the straight and narrow 
path than all the statutes ever devised—San 
Bernardino Telegram.

A Supreme Court Quandary 


HE ouija board has fallen on sad days. 
Two years or so ago it was working 

over time in delivering messages of 

information, hope, prophecy and coun- 
sel to the lovelorn. It seems to have grown 
over heated in the zeal of an over-enthusiastic 
fad; it suffered from the strain of popularity 
and has been languishing. Now it bobs up 
in a new form of publicity; it has ventured 
into the sacred dignity of the Supreme Court 
of the United States.

(c) The construction of cement = con- 
crete curbs and curb returns at the inter- 
section of said Hellman Avenue with Base 
Line Street, and the construction of 
cement concrete curbs and curb returns
